SPACE FOR THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 

One of the problems now confronting the TM 
and others in the Town Hall is the re-location 
of the Board of Public Welfare. 

TM Dean Cushing, back about 1951, moved this 
board from its then location on Main Street to 
the Town Hall, as an economy move. It now oc- 
cupies 336 square feet, and has storage room in 
addition in the Town Hall cellar. In the office 
are four people. 

One of the complaints is that elderly people 
with a heart condition find it difficult to 
walk up the three steps into the office, and 
another is that the office is not centrally lo- 
cated, making taxi fares higher. In addition to 
this the space that is occupied could very well 
be used for other purposes, all of which means 
that if other suitable quarters can be found 
the Board of Public Welfare may be soon moved. 

One proposal is to move this board into the 
quarters being vacated by the Police Department 
in the Fire Department Station. It isn't very 
highly thought of, in the Fire Department, 
which needs the space to be vacated. 


HEALTH PROBLEMS 

The Board of Health has been handed the pro- 
blem of which is more important - inspection of 
eating places - restaurants and school ¢afe- 
terias, or inspection of new homes that are 
being built. 

One or other is going to suffer, Sanitarian 
Patrick Thebean said monday night. He eannot 
get time to do both. 

And the Board of Health was split as to 
which was the most important. Chairman Gus 
Walker believes in rigid inspections of res- 
taurants while Marion Boylan doesn't think it 
fair to hold up seasonal constructional work- 
ers because somebody can't make an inspection. 

The Board of Health had asked for an ad- 
ditional $1600 for a part time worker to help 
the’ Sanitarian, but it was turned down by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


CENSUS TAKING 

The problem of Census taking in Wilmington, 
( as @istinguished from the Federal Census of 
March 31st ) is now occupying the attention of 
both the School Committee and the Selectmen. 

It was proposed that the School Committee 
amalgamate the office of their Truant Officer 
and their annual School Census into one posi- 
tion, and that this pay $4500 a year. 

But the Board of Registrars told the Select- 
men that there might be a duplication of ef- 
forts, and dumped the problem into their col= 
lective laps. 

Now both the School Committee and the Sel- 
ectmen have to¥d thetr respective executives, 
( The TM and the Supt. Of Schools) to study the

Sarah Carter was a descendant 
of Sgt. Abram Jaquith, who 
lived on what is now Duffy 
property, on Aldrich Road, 
back about 1665 - one of the 
first three settlers of Wil- 
mington. She also a des- 
cendant of the Gowning family 
who built the house on Park 
Street where the Anderson fan-

Her mother, Sabra Gowing Car- 
ter, who died in 1892 at the 
age of 99 years and 4 months,, 
could remember, as a little 
girl, hearing her father speak 
of the news of the death of 
George Washington. 

Sarah was a school teacher, 
and she taught for many years 
in the Center School, now the 


Wilmington Public Library, she 
married, at the age of 42, 
Cyrus Lewis Carter, a man who 
was older than she was, 

He was a member of the Sabra 
Carter family. Sabra Carter 
seems to have been the first 
person in the United States to 
have the idea of packaging 
flower seeds for sale, She 
originated the idea whife li- 
ving in what is now the Warren 
White house, now 95 Middlesex 
Avenue, and now only a small 
part of the building that sa- 
rah Carter had. Two other pie- 
ces of the building, each as 
large, stand near the foot of 
Middlesex Avenue today. 

Eight years after Sarah mar- 
ried Cyrus he died, at the age 
of 70, in 1882, and Sarah and 
her maiden sister Sabra lived 
on for years in what was later 
known as the Chief Hill house, 
which stood where Weinberg’ s 
store is today - it was one of 
the ‘thirds’ of the building 
that had been cut up - now a- 
cross Middlesex Avenue, and i- 
dentified by the huge white 
pillars in front of the house. 

Sarah and Sabra provided some 
amusement to their fellow- 
townspeople by their slight 
eccentricities, 

With a fairly ample fortune 
at their command they used to 
buy their milk in the smallest 
possible amounts, from the 
druggist, Charlie Hudson, who 
owmed a store across from the 
Wilmington Cleaners. 

The story is told that Char- 
ley ‘udson one time growled 
‘Tell those women to send 
their tea up bere, and I’ ll 
put in their milk with eye- 
droppers’ . 

When Mrs. Carter died in 1909 
she pro led in her will for
